nation, and that unless he is' on the distribution 
of the overseas returnee list, he will not be able 
to keep tabs on these people, whom he presumably 
would want to land for instructor duty again. He 
also feels that he should have a crack at the best 
DD/P returnees who have never served in 0TR but 
who should be considered for such service. Unless 
he can keep up with the who and when of the returnee 
problem, he thinks his mission would be affected. 
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However, he does not think he needs a separate copy 
of the overseas returnee list - merely wants to 
have the AD/P copy forwarded to him when it has 
served its purpose in Personnel. 
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
